AHL STANDINGS - SHOOTOUT FORMATS 


The American Hockey League has implemented a new Standings format for the 2004-05 
regular ew format includes a column labeled "SOL" for shootout losses 
The AHL has also implemented a shootout for games which are tied at the end of a five- 
minute sudden-death overtime period. Teams are awarded two points for a win 

(in regulation, in overtime or in a shootout), one point for an overtime loss or a shootout 
loss and zero points for a regulation loss. The Standings are kept in a W-L-OTL-SOL 
format, such that the sum of the four columns equals a team's number of games played 


For purposes of calculating individual records for goallenders and coaches, a three- 
column format continues to be used (W-L-SOL). As has been the case in previous 


Seasons, overtime losses are treated as losses. Shootout losses are kept in the third 
column, and treated historically as the equivalent of ties. 


In a shootout, each team gets five attempts to score on a breakaway starting at the 
center red line. The visiting team shoots first, and each team's five shooters are 
determined by the respective coaches prior to the shootout.
